London, Aug. 21. — The most conspicuous 
battle in the annual war between labor und 
capital is that which is raging just ut pre- 
sent between the ship owners and their em- 
ployees. For a long time the ship owners 
huve complained that they were subjected 
to needless and embarrassing dictation from 
the workmen's unions, and that all their ef- 
forts to secure u mere reasonable course of 
notion were fruitless. The attitude of the 
men has been influenced apparently by the 
success of the dockers' strike, and they 
seem imbued with the idea that they are 
masters of the situation and can enforce 
their demands at will. One of the latest 
phases of the situation is the project put 
torth by the dockers' union to have the 
vessel owners deal directly with 
them instead of through the middle- 
men. The union wouh; in that case 
receive in a lump sum the 
amount of the men's wug<B and the usual 
profit, an addition which would be equival- 
ent to a decided increase in the compensa- 
tion of the workmen. Tae scheme, is for 
various reasons, objectionable to all parties 
except the workmen, anil it has slight 
chances of maturing. '1 Jte ship owners, 
moved to concerted action by this and many 
other obnoxious demands pi the workmen's 
unions, have now formed a strong union or 
combination umoug themselves for the pur- 
pose of resisting the unwarranted demands 
on the part of the men and regaining their 
former privilege oi managing their own af- 
fairs us they see lit. Their determined atti- 
tude bos increased the friction already ex- 
isting, and the trouble may reach a critical 
stage at any moment.

Tho lnevltnulo Aftermath — Efforts Being 
lliide to Bepalr the Damage and 
Lighten Suffering. 

WlLKESBARRB, Pa., Aug. 21. — In all 
parts of the city carpenters and bricklayers 
engaged repairing the damage done by 
the lato cyclone, and hundreds more could 
be employed. Food and money are sorely 
needed, though most of the sufferers are 
being relieved by the authorities and the 
charitably disposed. Work will be sus- 
pended for the next sixty days at Hillthan 
mine, the head houses of the breaker hav- 
ing been completely blown away and part 
of the machinery damaged. For a time the 
hundred men who were employed iu the 
mine when the storm came on were iu a 
precarious condition, as the fan had stopped, 
hut they made for the shaft and got safely 
out. Black damp ignited the gas that 
quickly accumulated, and this threatened 
serious consequences, but a shift ot six nun 
fought the llames and finally put them out. 
The city was again thronged with sight- 
seers to-day. The injured are all doing 
well, and, as far as is known, no additional 
deaths have occurred.

WESTMINSTER PUBLIC MEETING 

To Protest Against the Sending of tho Militia 
do Wellington. 

A public meeting to protest against the 
.sending of troops to Wellington, was held 
at Westminster on Wednesday night , Mayor 
Brown presiding. 

The meeting was addressed by the chair- 
man, by Mr. Foster, M. P. P., Mr. D. S. 
Curtis, Mr. G. E. Corbould, M.P., Mr. H. 
Turnbull and .Mr. J. C. Armstrong. Tho 
following resolution was moved by Mr. 
Curtis and carried: — 

" Whoroas, an armed force has been sent to 
Nanaimo district on pretense that such n force 
was necessary for tho preservation of tho pub- 
lie peace, and it. appears that no neee sily for 
tins act. exisied, but , on the contrary, tho ut- 
most good order prevailed; and that it, further 
unpe.irH I hat l lie said armed force was sent, into 
t be district upon tho requisition of three mag- 
istrates o£ Vi torla, who took action on "ex 
parte " statements wit hout the l;noivled|,'n or 
consent of magistrates resident in Naiiainio;. 
anil whereas, such arbitrary actions are a 
threat to I ho libort los of, and an insult, to a law- 
abiding people; therefore, he it resolved, that 
we, i hep oplo of Westminster, horeby empha- 
tically protest against the injustice done our 
trionasat Nanaimo, mid call upon tho proper 
authorities to cause the immediate removal of 
said armed force; and that we horeby OSSUTO 
I he people of said City of our deep sympathy 
wit b t hem in this thoir present, trial, and our 
ournesl belief that thoyhavo done nothing to 
just ify the oxtromo monsuros which have been 
prossod upon I hem. but on the contrary have 
borne themselves with commendable wisdom 
and temper, and 'hat, a copy id' tills resolution 
be forwarded to the Mayor of Nanaimo." 

Tho following resolution was offered to 
the meeting : — 

"That the government bo requested to cancel 
tho commission of tho magistrates who signed 
the order tor the despatch of iho troops 10 Na- 
naimo. " 

Mayor Brown objected to this resolution. 
Me said that if, as had been stated, that the 
meeting had been called for political pur- 
poses he was opposed to any measure that 
would embarrass the government. If tho 
resolution wus seconded, and the meeting 
desired it, he had no choice as chairman hut 
to put the resolution. 

Upon the chairman's request tho motion 
was withdrawn. A vote of thanks was 
passed to the chairman and tho speakers, 
and tho meeting dispersed.

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THE CYCLONE'S PATH. 



A Dozen Victims of tlie Wilkcsbavre 
Storm— Houses Fall in and Crush 
the Inmates. 



Four Hundred Buildings Dcmolishcil- 
The Loss Will Probably Reach 
One Jfilliou. 



Wilkkshahrb, Aug. 20.— As tirao goes 
on, the severity of the cyclono is more 
and more demonstrated. Jmmonso 
buildings containing ninny people woro 
unroofed, and in many cases almost 
destroyed in the twinkling of an eye, and 
at the hour when the people were about 
the streets, amid flying timbers and 
debris of every character. The city 
its most frequented parts, around the 
dopots, presents its worst appearance 
and when it is remembered that passen- 
ger and freight cars were lifted from the 
tracks upon which they stood and laid on 
their sides, while other cars were rushed 
along the tracks by the force of the 
cyclone's whirl, the mere conception of 
its terrible velocity is obtained. 

An unusual centro of activity was 
noticeable in the vicinity of Lee park. 
Tlie lower clouds began scudding in great 
circles at tremendous speed. Their 
vortex seemed to be close in the vicinity 
but to the north of the cutlery works at 
South Wilkesbarre. A sudden gust of 
wind sprang up and in a moment had in 
creased to a roar. The Vulcan Iron 
Works, James Morris' foundry and the 
Keystone Hour mill felt the first shock, 
the wind dashing the heavy materials 
about like straws. 

Tho storm swept upon Main street, 
raising tlie building on the west side of 
that thoroughfare. Then it struck tho 
handsomeresidences, stores, green-houses 
pottery works, etc., along Main street as 
far as Academy. 

The western edge of the storm extend 
ed to the lower end of Franklin street 
and Dana Place. Brick dwellings wore 
unroofed and steps torn away, and some 
residences were levelled. Sooth Main and 
Franklin streets were completely blocked 
with fallen trees, roofs, timbers and 
wires. 

Veering eastward the storm swept Ross 
and Hasoll streets, then up South Wash 
ington street, extending as far east on 
Ross as the Hazard Wire Rope works. It 
followed Washington street, wrecked St. 
Mary's church, then jumped to the Lo 
high Valley depot, the Jersey Central 
depot, Stegmaier's brewery, and then 
swept air • the railroad to Five Points. 
Ther- Jurned east and again swept up 
P street, out by Baltimore shaft No, 
then chased up the mountain and spent 
itself in the woods. 

The scene at tho Hazard Wire Rope 
works was terrible. The immense build- 
ing was badly injured, and in the debris 
lay the dead and injured, tho latter help 
less until assistance came to them. Plere 
one of the worst phases of tho cyclone's 
work could bo realized, the ponderous 
machinery being mixed with brick, mortar 
and general debris. Tlie number of ser 
iously injured men at these works exceeds 
twelve and there were two killed. 

Near the Delaware and Hudson railway 
on Scott street were houses occupied by 
the families of James McGinley and 
James Helegan, and all the members of 
theso two families were at home while the 
fearful destruction went on, powerless to 
do anything for their safety. Both 
houses were leveled to tho ground and 
the inmates hold in tho ruins by 
the debris. Mrs. Eliza Jane McGinley, 
aged about twenty-eight years, and tho 
babe she held to her breast, and John 
McGinley, aged 13 years, wore crushed to 
death. Mary Jane McGinley, a little 
daughter, wns so severely hurt and 
crushed that but little hope is entertained 
for her recovery. Tho family of James 
Helegan could not bo found in tho ruins 
of their home, and fears are entertained 
that thoy all perished. 

The Ninth regiment iB on duty, in 
answer to a proclamation of the mayor. 
Soldiers are ;»sisting tho polico in main- 
taining order, and are everywhere eager 
to do whatever is asked. 

A careful estiinato pieces the number 
of buildings demolished and partially 
destroyed at nearly 400. The loss will 
probably reach nearly, if not quite, 
$1,000,000. The number killed is 
eleven ; fatally injured, ton ; severely 
injured, twenty-four. 

THE- SCHOONER MARY ELLEN. 

She Strikes a Rock Near Sand Point— The Ves- 
sel Repaired and Sa ils for 
Pxlbelov Islands. 

San Francisco, Aug. 20. — By the ar- 
rival in port to-day of the schooner John 
Hancock, from Alaska, details were re- 
ceived of a serious accident which hap- 
pened to the well-known sealing schooner 
Mary Ellen. After making a successful 
cruise and catch, the Mary Ellen sailed 
for Dnga island, which is located a few- 
miles beyond Sand Point. In attempting 
to make fho island the schooner ran on 
some rocks. 1 1. was instantly seen that 
her keel had been split into several 
pieceB, and a big hole appeared in hor 
larboard streak. She was purchased by 
Captain O'Brien, of Sand Point, for §500. 
O'Brien managed after considerable diffi- 
culty to get her off the rocks and she was 
subsequently taken to Sandy Point, 
where she was repaired well enough to 
let her go on another sealing cruise. A 
crow was obtained and she set sail again 
on a Bealing expedition to Pribelov is- 
lands. 



AN UXKNUWN EPIDEMIC. 

The Inhabitant! i>f Newfoundland Fishing 
Villages Hying liy Hundreds from a 
Mysterious Disense. 

St Johns, Newfoundland, Aug. '20. — 
It is reported that the inhabitants of tho 
fishing villages along tho coast are dying 
by tho hundreds from an unknown epi- 
demic. Nothing has so far proved a cure, 
nor has an alleviative been found, and 
the disease marches from house to house 
and victim to victim with nothing to stay 
its awful progress. Tho first reports of 
the epidemic reached here two weeks ago 



of tho more important fishing stations oif 
tho French shore. Tho captain roported 
to tho health authorities that, while 
touching at La Poila ho was informed 
that a Btrango epidemic had broken out 
in Coachman's Cove. The people thought 
it the virulent type of diphtheria called 
" black throat." As there was no regular 
physician on the count, nothing definite 
was known, except that not a single per- 
son so far attacked had recovered. Other 
peculiar features were that in many casus 
death ensued in 136 hours after tho disease 
appeared, and rapid putrefaction sot in 
the moment after lifo left tho body. Tho 
population of Coachman's Covo is but 
little over 150, yet nearly half of that 
number have died since the first out 
break. The epidemic has also broken 
out in many other villagos

Improvements in Their Construction and Ap- 
pointment— What is Doing In 
Victoria 

It has been many a time observed that 
the business premises of Victoria were, 
many of them, cramped in their dimen- 
sions, and in other ways ill-suited to tho 
growing conditions of the business of the 
city and province. It is true there are 
some of considerable proportions; but 
their appearance scarcely servos as that 
advertisement of stability and enterprise 
that is expected to be given by important 
establishments. More buildings are 
wanted of the dimensions and accommo- 
dations, nay, of the Bank of British Co- 
lumbia, which, in addition to its ad- 
mirable adaptability to the requirements 
of its own business, provides quarters for 
a number of business and professional 
men, who are in this way enabled to 
be within easy distance of the fountain 
heads of commerce and finance at a 
moderate rent. In the past, as many of 
tho streets indicate, people have been 
well content so long as they had a roof 
over them; but under the existing system 
ippearances count for a very great deal, 
and even tho smallest traders or agents 
cannot now afl'ord to have, as the old say- 
ing was, their office under their hat. It 
is very true that there is an immense de- 
mand for dwellings, that it is exceedingly 
hard to till ; but as the prosperity of the 
city advances it has become almost equal- 
ly apparent that investments in business 
Mid ollico premises, eligibly situated, will 
make handsome returns and prove an ad- 
ditional attraction to tlie many advantages 
that are already hero possessed. 

Two buildings which, as they go up, 
are being much admired and appreciated, 
are those which arc being -reared at 
the corner of Douglas and View streets 
by Mr. J. Turner, and at the corner of 
Yates street and Commercial alloy by 
Messrs. Lenz A' Leiser, for their whole- 
sale dry good-; trade. When completed 
they will lie among the highest erections 
Victoria, rising to a height of three 
stories, with a basement. Bo'll are of 
brick, faced with ston9 or granite, the 
first named being of pressed brick, 
which, it is needles:; to say, presents 
i very handsome look. The dimensions 
md description of Leu/ it Leiser's pro- 
perty have already been published, and 
the premises, as far as completed, carry 
out every expectation. Mr. Turner's 
stores measure 60 by 120 feet, and will 
cost about $35,000. There will be about 
rooms on tho second and upper llatB, 
all well laid out, which will be rented to 
smaller tenants, or divided to suit, a 
irger occupant. The conditions of Vic- 
toria are such, na was remarked by one 
architect, that sho must follow more in 
the steps of Now York and Toronto and 
have buildings of three, four, or moro 
Btoreys as may be deemed advisable. 
The experience of the Methodist Temple 
building on St. James street, Montreal, 
was specially dwelt upon. When the 
building was begun, the wiseacres said 
that it was going to bo a source of annual 
expense rather than of financial benefit 
to the church. However, it was pro- 
ceeded with and now has tho pick of the 
tenants, while tho same remarks apply 
the stately edifice put up by tho New 
York Life Insurance company on tho 
same street where there are also othor 
houses put to similar use." 

The value of building lots, it is con- 
nded, is an additional reason why 
premises of two storeys or under should 
go out of fashion. Here tho cost of the 
land is a very big item, but with stronger 
foundations four or live storeys might 
just as well bo raised as those of two, 
Fitted with elevators and the best ventil- 



,'eniently situated for carrying on busi 
ness as thoao of a lower height can 
possibly be. This is the day of big build- 
ings, tho upper flats of which hero 
as elsewhere can, unless otherwise dis- 
posed of, bo rented out as sleeping 
rooms to that large number, who eschew 
boarding houses and occupy independent 
rooms, leaving them free to " browse 
around." Tho example sot by the gentle- 
men referred to and others, if more gen- 
erally followed, would he found to bo in 
ovory way advantageous, and give to tho 
business section of the city an appearance 
that will commend it more strongly than 
ever. At present it is Victoria's situa- 
tion|and residential proporty that specially 
commend themselves to the stranger, hut 
tho departure here spoken of will 
augment tho many objects of interest 
that already exist.

THE BEAR'S NEST .MINE. 

Last Chapter in Mm History of a Urent Fraud 
—A Most Notorious tlnse of " Suiting.'' 

(Sent I la Post -Intelligencer.) 
Two well-known minincr, men, Mr. I. B. 
Hammond, of Chicago, and Mr. J. M. 
Calderwood, <>f Douglas Island, Alaska, 
l;h to Alaska this morning on the Elder, 
Mr. Hammond is a well-known contractor 
for mining plants, and has put in a good 
deal of machinery in the mines of the 
lilack Hills. It will be remembered that 
wliun the eyndieate of English and Ger- 
man eapitalists was formed to buy and 
operate the famous Bear's Nest mine 
on Douglas Island Mr. Hammond ao- 
oured the contract for putting ill the 
plant for the mine for 8330,000, 
The work was well under way when 
it was discovered that the mine had been 
salted, and that it was useless to continue 
the erection of the machinery for the 
ore would not turn out fifty cents 11 ton. 
This was the most notorious case of salt- 
ing that has ever been known in the his- 
tory of mining.and it has made the Bear's 
Nest mine a by-word among mi Men 
throughout the world. When .L was 
found that the Bear's Nest ledge was 
worthless Mr. Hammond was ordered to 
stop work on the planr, for which §()7,- 
000 was then due him. Then came a 
right over the payment of the contractor. 
The foreign eapitalists who had lost so 
heavily in the enterprise, wore averse to 
paying out more money, and the German 
contingent of the syndicate formed a com- 
bination to save themselves at Mr. Ham- 
mond's expense. But a compromise has 
finally been reached. Mr. Ham- 
mond and Mr. Calderwood are to go to 
Douglas island to-day, the property is 
to be sold, and Mr. Hammond to be 
allowed the amount of his lien on the 
property, Thus closes the history of one 
of the biggest mining frauds of this or 
any other time. Mr. Calderwood said 
that the Treadwell mine will probably 
buy part of the plant and the rest of it 
may go to some of the smaller mines in 
the region, lie has been in the country 
some time, and he says that the only 
mine there that is doing much is the 
Treadwell. All the rest together are not 
putting out more than $15,000 a year. 
It is a curious fact thai this Bear's Nest 
mine is separated from the Treadwell by 
only a narrow gulch, and tin; ledge is 
apparently of the same formation. The 
success of the Treadwell mine was a 
great help in exploiting the Bear's Nest. 
Throe German experts who reported 
favorably on the latter were able to assay 
from $8 to $20 a ton, but that gold was 
all salt, for the stufl isn't worth sticking a 
pick into. 

Mr. Calderwell is a Scotchman who 
has had experience in mining in all parts 
of the Country, Ho goes to Mexico us 
soon as this Bear's Nest matter is settled 
up. He has seen all kinds of salting, 
from shooting silver shot into a wall or 
bank of earth, and skilfully scattering 
" float " on loose rock over the surface, 
to the more scientific ones of chloride of 
gold and silver ; hut the Bear's Nest job 
he describes as one of the most delicately 
managed affairs with which he had come 
into contact.

Vi e in iv jus' lis well go on so at present 
and let the disease germs lurk in every 
back yard, and the cemetery be rapidly 
filled up. 

There is only one radical method of 
treating this matter, and that is, to com- 
pel by law HVKKY house owner to do as 1 
have indicated, Douwaywith .all privies, 
cesspools, and such like primitive and 
abominable means for the disposal of sew- 
age, ami lot A l.i. the waste material go 
into the sea via Clover Point. To per- 
mit one portion of the town to retain the 
present beastly appliances for the storage 



of tilth in our very midst would be a 
farcical "system" of sewerage indeed. 
There must be no choice left in the mat- 
ter to the house owner: compulsory con- 
nection with the sewers is the ONLY plan 
to adopt. 

Your remarks in to-day's issue relative 
to the storage of kbcheu refuse at the 
rear of house's are admirable. Why 
should it be kepi there from one 
week's end to anothe, attracting 
blow Hies, creating offensive stenches 
and making one of the already too iiutner 
ous causes for lowering the vitality of our 
people ? Many small families could easily 
bum the kitchen scraps in their ranges. 
Surely that would be better than letting 
the stufl' rot a few feet away from the 
living and sleeping apartments. In eases 
where this cremation is not possible, all 
garbage should be removed DAILY, and 
once and for all got rid of in a city crema- 
tory. 

It is no use doing things by halves. Go 
in lor the whole animal at once. Kid 
Victoria of these nuisances. See thai the 
denizens of Chinatown are made to com- 
ply with the laws, and we will then be ii 
a fair way of having what lyiture intendei 
this city to be, the sanitarium of the Pa- 
cific coast.

POSTAGE STAMPS. 

The Sticky Stuff on the Hack Is Clean and 
Harmless. 

As soon as they emerge from the hy- 
draulic press postago stamps are 
gummed. ' r ho paste is made from clear 
starch, or rather its dextrine, which is 
OOtcd upon chemically and then boiled, 
forming a clear, smooth, sligbtly sweet 
mixture. Each sheet of stamps is taken 
separately, placed upon a flat board, 
and its edges covered with a light metal 
frame. Then the paste is smeared on 
with a wide whitewash brush and the 
sheet is laid between two wire racks 
and placed on a pile with others to dry. 
Great care is taken In the manufacture 
of this paste, which is perfectly barm- 
loss. This gratifying fact has been 
conclusively proved by an analysis re- 
cently made by an eminont chemist. 
After the gumming another pressing 
in the hydraulic press follows. Then 
another counting — in fact, s 'mips are 
counted no less than thirteen t... °s dur- 
ing the process of manufacture. The 
sheets are then cut in half, each por- 
tion cent ' Ing one hundred stamps, 
this being no by girls with ordinary 
hand shears. Next follows the perfo- 
ration, which is performed by-machin- 
ery. The perforations arc first made in 
a perpendicular line and afterward in a 
horizontal lino. Another pressing fol- 
lows— this time to get rid of the raised 
edges on the back of the stamps made 
by the dies, and this ends the manufact- 
ure. A separate apartment is devoted 
to the picking and sending off the 
stamps to different post-offices. It will 
lie seen by this account that any absurd 
rumor concerning the poisonous or un- 
clean properties of postage stamps is 
utterly without foundation.

A SMALL GRIEVANCE. 

The Times certainly docs not despise 
• the day of sunll tilings. Dealing with 
small things is what it delights in. It is 
in its element when it is endeavoring to 
make a mountain out of a molehill. It 
is no wonder, then, that it makes the re- 
fusal of thu Government to pay a bill of 
fivo dollars tho theme of a long denuncia- 
tory article. 

As is well known, the Times has a lofty 
CO u tempt for facts. If the facts do not 
agree with its statements, so much the 
worse for the facta. The education de 
parfcmcut is, of course, the object, of our 
contemporary's attack. The hill was for 
a debt contracted by tho city trustees. 
Our contemporary states that : 

" The trustees cannot, without the ap- 
proval of John Robson, buy a pieco of 
chalk or a bottle of ink for the schools. 
Every item of expenditure must be sub- 
mitted to the Premier, who, with a 
scratch of his pen, disallows every ac- 
count that does not meet his approval." 

This is simply untrue. In the first 
place, tho payment of school accounts is 
precisely the same now as it was many 
years ago. Mr. Robson did not estab- 
lish that system. It was tho politicians 
•whom the Times admires and follows who 
established andjput that system in opera- 
tion, and we must say that it is by no 
means a bad one. One of its main ob- 
jects is to prevent the misappropriation 
of the people's money. 

In the next place, Mr. Robson does 
not see or hear of the school accounts ex- 
cept when, as in the instance under con- 
sideration, his attention is especially 
directed to one of them, and it was the 
School Trustees themselves who brought 
this one under his notice. The Times 
neglects to say that that account of the 
live dollars had been rejected by the Aud- 
itor, to whom all vouchers are submitted. 

It is the especial business of that 
official to see that the moneys voted by 
the legislature are applied to the pur- 
poses intended. He did not thiols thai 
the five dollars oould properly be placed 
under the head of incidental expenses 
and he consequently declined to author- 
ise the payment of tho money. It is to 
be presumed that the auditor who is a 
non-political official of considerable ex- 
perience understands his business. 

The Times very conveniently neglects 
to state that it was the Provincial Auditor 
wh > refused to authorize the payment i f 
the little bill and that the application to 
tho Premier by the Trustees themselves 
'was an appeal from that official's decision. 
The Times if it, is true to its principles 
must admit that, under ordinary circum- 
stances, it is the Government's duty to 
abide by the Auditor's decision. 

If tho Auditor had passed the vouchor 
submitted to him the Premier would 
never have heard of the five dollar 
account of the City Trustees. And this 
is the routine through which all the 
Trustees' bills pass when the Auditor is in 
the city. How then can tho Times say 
that "every item of expenditure must ho 
submitted to tho Premier?" The asser- 
tion is altogether falBO. 

The vouchors from the Hoard of City 
Trustoesare treated in precisely tho same 
way as the vouchers from every depart- 
ment, and every branoll of every depart- 
ment. Tho government are responsible 
for the expenditure of every dollar of the 
revenue. If required they must lay bo- 
foro the Legislature vouchers for every 
itom of expenditure, oven the most 
trifling. The intelligent reader must sue 
tlierefoto that the government must keep 
a Btrki watch over thu money expended, 



and set in vvporation evory check pro- 
vided by *„'ho law to prevent misappro- 
priation of tho public funds. If undor 
tho system of audit duvised by tho 
Liberal Government tho City Trustees 
consider themselves ill used it is not for 
tho organ of tho Liberal party to become 
their champion. Tho Times knows now 
that tho accounts of the City Trustees for 
incidental expenses uro paid without any 
direct reforcnee to the Premier, and that 
he doos not see a single one of the items. 
In fact in the expenditure of §2,000 
voted for incidental expenses tho Trus- 
tees have had hitherto a free hand ; so 
much so that there is hardly a year in 
which the expenditure does not exceed 
the vote. 



Trustee Erskine, on what authority we 
do not know, said at the meeting, as re- 
ported in the Times : — 

" In districts where the people stood 
in with the Government the school trus- 
tees wore supplied with money, while in 
some districts no money was supplied for 
sundries. " 

When that gentleman is better inform- 
ed ho will find that all the rural districts 
are treated alike by the Government. It 
was found by the present Government 
that the petty disbursements by tho trus- 
tees of rural districts could not he con- 
veniently made by vouchers for each item, 
so at the beginning of each financial year 
forty dollars are allowed eacli of them for 
incidental expenses. All are treated 
alike. It is absurdly untrue to say that 
the political complexion of any district is 
considered. A strict account is required 
of the way in which the allowance is expend- 
ed. Detailed accounts are sent to the Super- 
intendent of Education at the end of tho 
year, and, if he finds that any of the money 
has been misapplied, the amount so mis- 
applied is deducted from next year's al- 
lowance. So we see that trustees in city 
and country fire treated exactly alike. 

There are some who think that the 
Government has too much to do with the 
management of the public schools, but 
when it is considered that nearly the 
whole of the expenses of tho schools is 
defrayed by the Government it will be 
seen that the management necessarily de- 
volves upon the Government, The Gov- 
ernment is responsible for the expendi- 
ture of the money, find those who bear 
the responsibility must have the manage- 
ment. The best way to become free 
from Governmental control is to raise the 
principal part of the money required for 
tho establishment and maintenance of 
schools by local assessment. When that 
is done the municipal authorities will 
bear the greater part of the responsibil- 
ity, and then they may jus'.ly claim a 
proportionate share in tho management 
of the schools. At present, we think, 
that tho grievance is more sentimental 
than real. Tho Government deals most 
liberally with the schools, and, if the sys- 
tem were changed, we have a notion that 
the pinch of the shoe would be a good 
deal harder to hear.

PERTINENT REM A R KS. 

Ctw would think that tho New Yovk 
Herald know all about tho Wellington 
strike, and the resolution that was paused 
with regard to it at the meeting in this 
city, wheu it made tho following re- 
marks : — 

" Arbitr tion is a wise, sound principle. 
It has rarely been at fault. But we can- 
not discover what tho leaders of the 
strike would arbitrate. It cannot bo 
because tho management have for ' good 
and sufficient reasons ' discharged several 
workmen. There is no business on tho 
globe that could exist if those in author- 
ity wore not allowed to determine what 
were 'good and sufficient reasons,' and act 
upon the determination. For tho Cen- 
tral to concede a right of revision or ap- 
peal to any labor organization would ho 
to transfer the company to a mob. It, 
would be a railway system governed by a 
mass meeting- -chaos confounded in its 
worst sense.'' 

The proper changes being made one of 
the above sentences applies to the situa- 
tion in Wellington as well as if it were 

written expressly for the edification of 
4 , 

those who take an interest in it. Here 
it, is: " Por the Wellington mine owners 
to concede a right of revision or appeal to 
any labor organization would be to trans- 
fer t he company to a mob. It would he 
a milling system governed by a mass moot- 
ing chaos confounded in its worst sense. " 
Wo for that our Victoria contemporary 
will condemn the ideas of the New York 
Herald as being " old and exploded." It 
believes that the owners of mines and 
railways and factories should keep tho 
management of them in their own hands.

A SLUM TED STATESMAN. 



Bismarck is like a caged eagle. He is 
used to soar and he feels out of his ele- 
ment altogether when he cannot use his 
powers of mind. He wants a congenial 
occupation. Well-fed ease does not agree 
with him. He misses the excitement of 
public life. .Sauntering through his fields 
and watching his flocks and herds thrive 
is no rest to him. He chafes find frets, 
find is wearing out faster in his country 
home, where lie has little or nothing t > 
do, than he did in the city with the cares 
find responsibilities of oflice occupying all 
his thoughts and the win, loot' his waking 
hours. Bis thoughts will run in the old 
channels and his hands itch to be at their 
old occupation. Tranquility appears to 
him to be torture. 'He wants to he up 
and doing. And he dies, in spite of 
every restraint and every discouragement, 
find employment. Ho says : 

'• It remains to me a duly not to be 
silent, but to express my opinion for the 
benefit of tho multitudes at home and 
abroad who wish to hear it. 1 will nol 
yield, evou if J should stand quite alone. 
For a man like me it is his duly to ex- 
press his opinion frankly, even in the 
highest quarters, nod there even more 
than anywhere (die. Though no longer 
in oflice, I have retained the right of 
every citizen to express his views on the 
affairs of the nation frankly. I cannot 
behavo like a dumb dog. If, however, 
people are angry, I am accustomed to do 
what I think .right." 

It must he galling to this grand old 
man, after all that he has done for Ger- 
many, to be treated like one who lingers 
superfluous on the stage. .It was only 
tho other day that Irs lightest word was 
listened to with respect, and hundreds 
rushed to carry nut his half-expressed 
wish. Now his opinion on affairs of 
state is not wanted, and wheu 
he expresses it unasked many 
who, in other days, flattered him and 
fawned upon him, scowl their disappro- 
bation. It, would, perhaps, he more dig- 
nified if Bismarck suffered in silence, if 
ho would not allow his enemies to see 
that ho feels tho slights thatare put upon 
him, and that he rages like a caged lion 
when ho realizes that he is shut out, pur- 
haps, forever from the held of action in 
which he performed so many great deeds. 
But Bismarck is not a stoic. Ho does 
not possess that kind of heroism which 
causes a man to hear torture without a 
groan. Ho Buffers and he does not cure 



THE TRAINING OF A SURGEON. 

Mr. Lawsoii Tait, formerly of Edin- 
burgh, but now of Birmingham, has just 
delivered an extremely interesting ad- 
dress on the training of a surgeon. As 
was stated in our columns lately, it was 
Mr. Tait who performed an operation on 
Dr. McSwain, late of Victoria, so suc- 
cessfully that he is well and hearty again. 
Mr. Tait is a comparatively young man, 
but his fame is as wide and his income as 
large as those of any surgeon in Europe. 
When quite a youth ho was largely em- 
ployed to perforin the most dangerous of 
operations by leading medical men- 
operations for which his confreres 
had sometimes not the necessary nerve. 

Dr. McSwain says of Mr. Tait that ho 
has apparently ten lingers on his right 
hand, and that his manual dexterity is 
wonderful, for he holds a lancet, a sponge 
and a pair of forceps and can use fill 
three of them, with one hand. As show- 
ing how one's profession tinctures ohVs 
ideas, a s'ory is told of Mr. Tait When 
ho was much younger, and was busy 
hacking and cutting his fellow men, a 
friendly discussion took place on politics. 
Mr. Tait particularly disliked a promi- 
nent politician and he finished up his 
denunciation of him by saying " Now 
look here I would'nt, no I would'nt 
stick a knife til that man to save his 
life !" 

The great surgeon is an eminently 
practical man, as is shown by the follow- 
ing extract from his admirable speech : 

" In the old days it was charged 
against the corporations that they turned 
out a large number of ill-educated em- 
pirical practitioners who knew nothing 
but their patients. Now the tendency 
was to 'urn out, a still larger number of 
scientific young tyros who knew neither 
patients nor their diseases till they had 
gone through a second pupilage extend- 
ing for years after they had left their 
university. This second pupilage lay in 
the rough school :.f experience, and in its 
second training they would he found do- I 
liheratelv find at once to throw overboard 
at least two-thirds of what they had 
learned in the first. What the Imy I 
wanted, after his general education hai 
been fully developed, and his fundament 
al knowledge of us ful amatomica 
facts and physiological principles had 
been made porfect, was that he should he 
dealt with as they dealt with the (.-utter 
of blanks in the button manufactory. He 
should he pul at mice into contact with 
his material, lie therefore voted cor- 
dially with those who demanded thu 
restoration of tho apprenticeship system 
in such fashion as modern requirements 
indicated. It should he a period of at 
least two years spent in learning how to 
deal with patients, how to divine their 
peculiarities, and learn hnwto avoid mak- 
ing an ass of himself in the sick-room as 
the modern, newly - fledged, qualified 
assistant is certain to do for the first, few 
years of his second pupilage, in spite of 
his biological lore.

VVhittaker, upon whose endorsement the 
cheque was cashed at Garescho, Green & 
Co.'s house. This was on the 8th <>f the 
present month. The cheque was duly for- 
warded to the National Bank of 
Commerce at Tacoma, but it was 
received there as so much blank 
paper, and Mr. VVhittaker found his 
name on a worthless cheque. The friend of 
Van Valen, however, made good the 
amount and brought the present action.

The Sanitary committee is in a fix. The 
reason is soon found, Anyone visiting the 
Chinese ranches now will find a chain and 
lock on nil the gates, or else they will lie 
fastened in some sure way against the 
entrance of vehioles. It seems that, since 
the loss of tho " sanitary " w bait and the 
mandate of the Federal government that 
the garbage should not be dumped in the 
sen, the Chinamen have been receiving it. 
Now, however, they have room for no more, 
and refuse to receive any more. W hat the 
scavengers are to do is not known, and the 
Sanitary committee is powerless to advise 
them us to the disposal of the refuse. The 
proposition to establish crematories for 
destroying the garbage and refuse has re- 
ceived no acknowledgment from the Federal 
authorities, although repeated applications, 
both by letter and telegram, have been 
made to Ottawa. Yesterday, a further and 
more urgent telegram was dispatched to the 
Capital, but lip to the evening no reply had 
been received.

Mediation of the United States Ac- 
cepted by Both Guatemala 
and Salvador. 

Commerce Depressed and Provisions 
and Other Necessaries of Life 
Sold at Fabulous Trices. 



La Libertad, Aug. 20. — Through the 
efforts of Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
Scnor Segarous and General Alfaro, 
representing the Salvadorian and Guate- 
malan governments respectively, are on 
their way toward signing n treaty of 
peace. 

Oity of Mexico, Aug. 20. — A Salva- 
dorian dispatch says : General Ezeta, 
to-day, received the peace protocol, which 
was submitted to the cabinet and ap- 
proved on must of the points. Getierel 
Ezeta will send to Guatemala it commis- 
sioner duly authorized to sign the peace 
agreement arranged by the diplomatic 
corps, and, it is believed, that everything 
will be settled satisfactorily on Friday or 
Saturday. 

Washington City, Aug. 20. — The 
state department received a letter from 
Minister Mizuer, to-day, saying that the 
good otlices and mediation of the l nited 
States had been accepted by both Guate- 
mala and Salvador, and that the basis of 
a peace will be presented to-night. 

Guatemala, Aug. 20. — Senor Cot in, 
the auent who has been arraugiug for a 
$21,000,000 loan with French bankers 
has arrived hero, and it is believed the 
loan will be perfected. Ho was met t;t 
San Jose by several prominent business 
men and officials, and they came to tho 
city by special train. 

Twenty-tive hundred troops left the 
capital yesterday to suppress the revolu- 
tion in the eastern department on the 
border, and will remain until peace is 
assured or orders are given to invade the 
Salvadorian frontier. 

Consternation con' in lies in this city. 
Provisions and all other necessaries of 
life are sold at fabulous prices, and com- 
merce is very much depressed. Mer- 
chants have sent orders to the United 
States and to Europe countermanding and 
delaying shipments on all goods for Gua- 
tema'a. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 20. — It is re- 
ported in Guatemala that tho government 
is concentrating troops on the coast and in 
tho northern department to act agains 
the revolutionists. 

A dispatch from Sulvador says : Dr. 
Galindo, Salvadorian envoy to Guate- 
mala, is expected here to-morrow with a 
protocol of peace. 

San Francisco, Aug. 20.— The Pacific 
Mail steamer Colinia, which carried a 
consignment of firearms which wasseiz d 
by Guatemalan soldiers, arrived here yes- 
terday. Her officers say the seized arms 
consisted of 25 cases of Winchester rifles 
and 25 cases of cartridges, consigned to 
Acajutlu, Salvador. W hen i he steamer ar- 
rived at San Joso the Guatemalan author- 
ities boarded her and threatened that if 
tho arms were not given up the steamer 
would not bo allowed to sail. A compro- 
mise was effected by which the arms ivere 
to be put in a lighter and transferred to 
the steamer City of Sydney, to bo re- 
turned to shippers at San Francisco. As 
soon as tho arms bad been put on board 
tho lighter an armed Guatemalan crew 
came off in a boat and made a formal 
seizure of tho lighter and its contents. 
The officers protested against this breach 
of faith, but the Guatemalans only 
laughed at them.

Halifax, N.S., Aug. 20. — Prince George 
of Wales is having a pleasant time socially.

To-morrow a ball will 
be given at the admiralty house in hu 
honor, and Friday evening he will he I he 
guest of Sir John Ross. 

The joke played by five midshipmen in 
impersonating his highness is still the topic 
of conversation, and the punishment to be 
meted out is the subject of much specula- 
tion. The true story is as follows:— On the 
2nd instant, when they arrived, the depu- 
tation was sent out to the ship to invite the 
prince to a grand banquet given by the 
upper ten of this city.

. PROFITABLE VOICES. 

What Choir Singers Are I?ald In the 
Largo Cities or the Country. 

A soprano, in an average city, will be 
paid, as a beginner, anywhere from S'200 
to S1S00 per annum, writes E. Alino Os- 
good in tho Ladies' Homo Journal. As 
she becomes bottor known, and is in 
moro thorough command of her voice, 
sho will average from £500 to S800. Bos- 
ton pays about S200 per annum better to 
choir singers than any other city in my 
knowledge. Several sopranos there re- 
ceive yearly salaries of SI, 000 and SI, 200, 
and a fow 81,600. 

I A woman with a good contralto voice 
I will bogin at an annual salary of S200, 
which, if sho is successful, may rise to 
an avorago of SaOO. There aro two 
churches in Philadelphia, I believe, 
j which pay their contraltos S400; but 
'this, in cities outside of Boston, which, 
as with sopranos, average about S200 
higher, is unusual. And even a genu- 
ine alto— that rarost of things in 
those days— will command but 
' from SHOO to 8400 per annum. The Hub, 
of course, does better than this, by add- 
ing 8200; but even with this addition, 
none of those salaries appear precisely 
extravagant, or to admitof much luxury 
j in living, and salaries are rarely in- 
creased. Should a rival church mako 
an offer for a voice, if tho first church 
is desirous of retaining it, the rival's 
price is outbid, and the voice retained. 

But this is the only reason, of which 
I have knowledge, for increasing sal- 
aries. However, it must bo remembered 
that this salary is paid for singing only 
at two services, and for attendance at 

one or two rehearsals a week. All the 
rest of the singer's timo is her own to 
dispose of as she pleases. Prove she an 
apt pupil to her now master, he will 
send to her, for instructions, scholars 
whom he has not the timo to teach. Or 
she may secure engagements to sing at 
different church concerts, or, laying 
aside her music, may take to sewing, 
painting, decorating, or any of the many 
ways in which girls aro able to make a 
living. No work must be undertaken 
which will In any way conflict with tho 
choir singing, for this, remember, is the 
reason of her existence. She is first 
and before all else a singer: that is her 
profession. Let this never be forgotten. 

SWEET BUT COSTLY. 

An Indiana .111111 Who Spent 11 Small Fort- 
une to Be Kovenced. 

Some years ago one of tho prominent 
banks of the State failed for many thou- 
sands of dollars, says the Indianapolis 
News. The crash was precipitated by a 
"run," and many people suffered. A 
gentleman was talking with a News re- 
porter of the failure. 

"There is a story connected with that 
bank failure that is known to hut few 
persons, and has never been in print," 
he said. "In that town ten years ago 
there was a poor boy who had patented 
an invention with which he expected to 
make a fortune, but he had no means. 
He called on tho president of the bank 
for help, but was repulsed and told to 
return to his work and give ujfsuoh fool- 
ish ideas. 

"The young man struggled on for a 
couple of years before ho got the needed 
financial assistance. I think all ho 
wanted was fifteen hundred dollars. 

"The invention was a success, and in 
four years he was worth 8160,000. lie 
purchased somo of tho bank stock- 
enough to bo on tho inside— and made 
deposits sufficient to be on friendly 
terms with the officials of the bank. In 
a few months he discovered that tho 
bank president had loaned large sums 
of money on poor security, and that a 
'run' would bring about a failure. 

"Ho sold his stock and began check- 
ing his deposits, claiming he needed the 
money for investments. When ho bad 
a small balance on hand he went to sev- 
eral heavy depositors and told them the 
bank was shaky, and advised them to 
get their money. This started the run, 
and in two hours the bank was closed." 

"How much was tho balance ho loft 
in the bank?" 

"Fifteen thousand dollars. This ho 
lost, but he has told mo frequently that 
the S15,000 he lost, was nothing to tho 
satisfaction he had in seeing the hank go 
tinder and the wealthy president who 
had treated him so harshly made penni- 
less.'' 

FOOT-PRINTS OF JESUS. 

A Queer Hollo Preserved In Church or 
~ Domino Quo V.ulis, Koine. 

In the Church of Domino Quo Vadis, 
Rome, carefully preserved under a plate 
I glass, bell-shaped dome, three and a 
[ half feet high and four feet in diameter 
across the bottom, may be seen the last 
I foot-prints made by Jesus on this earth; 
i those made by Him the night lie ap- 
1 pearcd to Peter when the latter was 
leaving Rome in hot, haste oil account of 
Noro's persecutions of the Christians. A. 
J. C. Hare in his "Walks in Rome," says 
(p.Ui'n): '•The foot -prints kept enshrined 
in the Church of Domino Quo Vadis aro 
only copies of those said to have been 
left here by our Saviour, the originals 
having been removed to S. Sebastians." 

St. Ambrose is the author of tho story 
concerning tho circumstances under 
which the celebrated foot-prints were 
made; a story quite interesting, whether 
fact or fiction. 1 quote from Mrs. 
Jameson: "After the burning of Rome, 
Nero threw upon the Christians the ac- 
cusation of having fired the city. This 
was the origin of the first persecution, 
in which many perished by terrible and 
hitherto unheard-of deaths. The Chris- 
tian converts besought Peter not to ex- 
pose his life, and he started to leave tho 
city. As he fled along the Appian Way, 
about two miles from the cates, he was 
mot by a vision of our Saviour' traveling 
towards the city. Struck with amaze- 
ment, Poter exclaimed: 'Lord, whither 
goest Thou?' (Domino quo Vadis?) to 
which Jesus, looking upon him with a 
mild sadness, replied: 'I go to Rome to 
be crucified a second time,' and immedi- 
ately vanished." 

Peter, taking this as a sign that he 
was to submit himself to all manner of 
suffering for the sake of his religion, re- 
traced his steps to tho city. Ho told 
the story of meeting with Jesus at tho 
divide in the roads. Some of tho faith- 
ful repaired to the spot, cut out of tho 
damp day the holy foot-prints, and pro- 
served them as above stated.

And whereas, the amount of the whole rate- 
able property of tho said Corporation of tho 
City o( Victoria, according to tho Inst revised 
assessment roll, being for the year 1889, was 
$S,948,G03. irrespective of any future increase of 
the rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, and of any income in 
the nature of tolls, interest, or dividends from 
• any stock, shares or interest in the work upon 
j which the money so to bo raised or any part 
thereof, is intended to be invested, and also ir- 
respective of any income from the temporary 
investment of the sinking fund or any part 
thereof.

And whereas for the saying of interest anil 
creating an equal yearly sinking final for 
' paying the principal sum of $14,059.05 and in- 
, forest as hereinafter mentioned, it will require
